He stated that he Yv-" 
had learned prior to its return that Lee Harvey Oswald 
had been arrested, and although he again endeavored to yv 

telephonic* 1 ly contact the Dallas FBI Office which lines 
were still busy, he decided that apparently this aircraft . vvU v 
ms not of a suspicious nature In connection with the .
